1 . The specification, claims, abstract, and drawing, filed December 29, 2003 are 
acknowledged. 

2. The drawing is objected to. There is one drawing figure, not three. Correction is 
required. 

3. Claim 1 is objected to. Claim 1 must be one sentence only. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

As to claim 14, "activated by the inflation of an item" is indefinite. What item? 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Morford in view of Smith. 
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Morford teaches the claimed device including: capsule (50), radio transmitter (column 
5, line 59 to column 6, line 18), power unit (70), and Global Positioning System (60). 
The capsule (50) is located within an animal (column 9, lines 55-64). To provide 
information relating to a human, obviously the capsule (50) of Morford can be located 
within a human. 

Smith teaches the claimed device including: capsule (15), radio transmitter (67), power 
unit (71), Global Positioning System (65), and water immersion sensor (79). 

For Simplicity, obviously the system of Morford can be activated in the claimed manner 
in view of the water-activated sensor (79) of Smith.
